tween 1,000,000 and 1,500,000 members 
have dropped from Its rolls since the 
beginning of the year. At the peak of 
its strength the organization has ap- 
proximately 4,000,000 members 
and 


at the first of the year claimed to be 
well on the wa yto the 5,000,000 mark. 


Altho the affairs of tho federation 


have reached sch a serious stage that 
Its plight has become common talk la 
labor circles here, officials while ad- 
mitting "big losses" as a result of the, 
unprecedented unemployment condi- 
tions deny the number of members 
dropped comes anywhere near the 1,- 
000,000 mark 


According to "inside" 
Information, 


the financial stringency of the federa^ 
tion is such that it has been necessary 
to furlough all the paid 
organizers 


with few exceptions. 


An official today declared It "usual 


at this time of the year to lay off or 
furlough most of the organizers." 


The same official optimistically pre- 


dicted the federation. / "will emerge 
from the storm stronger than ever." 


Internal dissension as manifested by 


the resignation of Daniel J. Tobln, 
president of the International Team- 
sters as a member of the 
council is also causing much talk in 
labor circles. Tobln's defection la re- 
garded as a heavy blow to the Qom- 
pers clique as he and another Influ- 
ential labor ledaer are credited with

The Vi orst feature of the Newberry case is not the purchase 


of the nomination by the use of money in the election, but the!

States. It is not the attack of Croesus on honest elections that' 
hurts, but the success of the attack and the white-washing of 
the Moneybag. That does what Senator Ashhurt deplores, em- 
boldens and multiplies assaults on representative government.

To Control Corn Borer 


In Ohio Next Spring 


! That a quarantine over the districts 
that now harbor the European corn 
borer in Ohio may bo ordered next 
spring was the opinion of entomolo- 
gists at a conference recently held in 
Sandusky to determine 
methods of 


combating this new pest. 


The quarantine would not be severe- 


ly restricted, but simply prevent the 
shipment 
oC corn and a few other 


plants from the sections that miglit 
harbor the borer; this would include 
swept corn, garden stuffs, and perhaps 
a lew field crops. 


Then* will be no quarantine on sale 


and exchange within the community 
itself 


At present entomologists state that 


the damaging effects ot the corn borer
